SHANGHAT. 
Advices extend to the 23rd June; the French mail from Lon- 
don, May 10, was due the day this mail left. The following items 
of news are from the Courier :— 


The conspiracy lately discovered at Soochow seems to have its 
origin with the Hunan soldiery whom Tseng Kwo-fan had intro- 
duced in considerable number into his viceroyalty. Perhaps be- 
cause the province is rather poor, unan seems to be a chief re- 
cruiting ground for the Imperial army. We hear of Hunan men 
wherever fighting is going on, and the constant habit has imbued 
them with a liking for camp life. Tseng Kwo-fan’s influence in 
Central China is well known, and it was not unnatural that he 
should choose men from his native province to form his army. 
Whether to increase his influence, or from whatever motive, he 
had assembled a considerable force in his viceroyalty. Sevoral 
thousands of Hunan soldiers are encamped near Nanking, among 
other places; and there is a camp also at Soochow. Since Tseng 
Kwo-tan’s death, we believe, there has not been the same desire 
to have this force in the province, and a number of men have 
been disbanded, in the way in which disbandment is effected in 
China—some get money and some don’t; some go home, and 
some become loafers in the place where they have beon soldiers. 
At any rate, the disbanding has occasioned discontent, and the 
men still in harocss naturally sympathise with their comrades. 
A conspiracy, having plunder probably as its chief object, seems 
to have been the result. A man was discovered in the Futai’s 
Yamen, at Soochow, with the suspected design of murdering 
that high official. A number of the ringleaders in the conspiracy 
were captured and executed, and the garrison was moved outside 
the city. Here the matter ends for the present. The Chinese 
seem to think that there is no danger of an insurrection, nor any 
man of note among the malcontents capable of heading one. But 
there are the disconted and turbulent men, willing to follow a 
leader who could command their confidence, if one should present 
himself—and an element of disorder in themselves. There is an 
uneasy fecling, therefore, though no immediate apprehension. 

A vague Chinese rumour has been pervading the Settlement 
during the week that a foreign-armed steamer has been preying 
on junks at the mouth of the Yang-tse for some weeks. Some 
add that the marauder was captured by the three foreign-armed 
gun-boats from the Arsenal. But, as these gun-boats are at pre- 
sent engaged in conveying the remains of Tseng kwo-fan to 
Hunan, foreigners are disposed to think that their simple absence 
from the Arsenal has been twisted into the above story by the 
grotescue fancy of the Chinese. But many Chinese allege that 
the pirate steamer was in the interest of the mutinous movement 
at Soochow. 

We learn, on good authority, that the Swiss Federal Govern- 
ment, having terminated the arrangement by which the French 
diplomatic officials in China secured for citizens of the Swiss 
Republic the advantages of the Treaties with foreign Powers— 
conditioned by the corresponding responsibilities—recently mado 
application to the United States Government to perform for them 
a similar service. The United States Government having agreed 
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to do so, subject to the consent of the Chinese Government, the 
new arrangemeht either has already, or will shortly, come into 
‘orce. 

; It is said that Mr. John A T Meadows has been invited by 
Chung How to return to his former position a> Goperintendent of 
the Tientsin Arsenal; but we have not learned whether, or in 
what way, Chung How’s new position as a member of the Tsung- 
li Ya-men affects his connection with the arsenal, Our previous 
information led us to believe that it was now under the control of 
Li-Hung-Chanz, whose previous experience at Shanghai and 
Nankin eminently qualifies him for the task. 

On the 20th June Her Majesty Queen Victoria completed the 
thirty-fifch year of her reign, and the men-of-war in harbour, of 
all nationalities, loyally recognised the occasion by displaying the 
appropr’ate flags ; and at noon the United States steamer Alasha 
fired a salute, which was duly followed by the French Corvette 
Linois, and the United States steamer Monocacy. That the ships 
that themselves bear the time honoured flig of St. George’s Cross 
should not have done equal honour to the occasion, is, of course, 
easily explained by the fact that the expenditure of a few 
pounds of gunpowder would be regarded as a serious offence by 
an economical Admiralty. 

We have already recorded two successful trips to the Hamilla 
Mitchell, and the recovery of some $17,(00 by the expedition 
which arrived a few months ago from England. ‘Two more 
trips have since been made to the wreck, but with less success ; 
the divers having succeeded only in recovering about $1.500 more, 
after prolonged search and blasting. We believe they have now 
decided to give up further attempts. The result actually at- 
tained, however, is satisfactory,and creditable to their enterprise 

We understand that the United States steamer Alaska is 
likely to remain in Shanghai during the su:nmer, and it is under- 
stood that her ample decks will be the scene of a quiet cele- 
bration of Independence Day, on the approaching ‘ glorious 4th.” 

The 10th June, being a general holiday, a few of the most in- 
tluential residents of Chefoo inaugurated a regatta, which turned 
out a complete success. - 














HONG KONG. 

The dates by this mail extend to the 29th June. The outward 
P, and O, mail of the 17th May arrived on the 23rd June. The 
China Mail says :— 

We learn that the Government has granted permission for 
erecting the boat house at the proposed site, subject to the appro- 
bation of the Military Authorities, who object to the plan of the 
buildings attached to the petition, because if constructed as pro- 

josed they will overlook the married quarters of the soldiers. 
odifications will therefore be made in them. The swimming- 
bath (the plans of which are approved) will be moored some 200 
yards in front of the boat-house. It will be floating, and will 
have a grating for nou-swimmers extending over a portion of its 
area under water. The plans as at present drawn would involve 
considerable expense, and will also undergo important alterations. 
The next step is to yet the money. 

A suggestion has been made to us, in view of the failure to 
open K:ung-Chow, which seems, at all events, worthy of atten- 
tion. Why should not the Chamber of Commerce urge upon 
the Minister the exchange of that port, which produces and con- 

- sumes but little. for Pakhoi, the port of the West of China ? This 
latter has already a fair trade existing and capable of indefinite 
development If the Chamber possessed the necessary data 
(which we fear it does not—it never was much on geography) — 
this proposition might he worth discussion. 

A fairly well-a'tended meeting has taken place at the City 
Hall, his Excellency the Governor being present, and Hon. P. Ryrie 
in the chair, to discuss the question of establishing a school 
Some lively speaking took place, Sir Arthur breaking the ice. The 
speakers were the Hon P. Ryrie. Revs. IT. H Kidd and J. Piper, 
Messrs. Stewart, Francis aod others. Finally a Committee were 
appvinted, comprising Hons. J. Greig and P. Ryrie, Messrs 
E. R. Belilios and F. Stewart, Captain Sauds; Mr. Muncherjee 
aud Mr. Rosario, and they were requested to obtain statistics as 
to scholars, and probable income, inquire into the status of St. 
Paul's College, and then lay the matter befor2 Government. 

The public will have appreciated the extension cf the interval 
between arrival ofthe home P. and 0. mail and the departure of 
the upvard steamers. The China arrived early on Sunday morn- 
ing, aud the Shanghai ani Yokohama steamers left yesterday at 
ten a.m, and noon respectively. This is as it should be, and the 
superintendent of the P. and O. Company, and others in autho. 
rity, deserve well of the community for the courteous regard of 
the public convenience thus shown. 

The Guzette notifies the appointment of H.E. Wodehouse, Esq., 
provisionally, vice A. Lister, E-q., resigned. An overseer of water- 
hr is stated to be required 1m the Surveyor-General’s Depart- 
ment, 

The following is from the Daily Press :— 

We understand tkat the submarine divers went down yester- 
day, at 4 Pm, to the wreck of the Dunmail, and, as anticipated, 
found the bull nearly covered with mud. Eighty pounds of powder 
Were taken over for the purpose of blowing it up, which was 

_Planted in the hold, with the electric battery attached, and at a 
given moment it exploded, much to ¢he astonishment of a number 
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of gentlemen present on board the Dock Company’s Launch, 
which was some thirty yards off It was expected some mana uvr- 
ing would be enacted, instead of which, a spring was touched-and 
they were suddenly bounced two or three times off their \ 
After all was over, it was found the eighty-pound charge of po#der 
had dona little good. It is understood a much larger charge will 
be used to-day or to-morrow. 

With reference to the decision in bankruptcy it will be seen 
from the correspondence that the sole agent of Mr. Gair in Saigon 
distinctly wrote to the captain of the Lady Turner that his powers 
to act for Mr. Gair were withdrawn, and consequently that Messrs. 
Gair and Co. did not exist in Saigon—in fuct, that the bank- 
rupt could not carry out the contract. The decision in the 
Bankruptcy Court is based entirely upon Mr. Gair’s letter 
to Mr. Rozario, and makes no reference to the much more 
important letter of Mr. Rudhmann, Mr. Gair’s agent in 
Saigon, in which Captain Vincent is clearly informed that 
there is no one in Siigon to carry out the contract—as 
Messrs, Hogg and Co. said they knew nothing about the matter. 
As it was never denied that Mr. Rudhmann was Mr. Gair’s agent, 
what more positive and unconditional repudiation could be made, 
it is somewhat difficult to conceive, but nevertheless we find the 
judgment sets forth that there was no evidence of any such re- 
nunciation, and on this ground the Court refused to admit the 
claim. Looking at the facts in the same spirit as wonld be adopted 
by a jury, we take it as pretty plain that the letters indicate a 
distinct declaration of inability to carry out the contract. As to 
no evidence being given of a notice of readiness to receive cargo, 
it appears that such a notice was given in fact; but it might be 
reasonably considered somewhat superfluous to ; roduce it, seeing 
that Mr. Gair’s agent had ‘refused the necessary money for dis- 
bursing the ship, and distinctly declared that afcer the 29th April 
there was simply nooody representing the charterer of the vessel 
in Saigon, in point of fact, nobody to whom notice cculd be 
given, as the captain could not be supposed to be ready to receive 
cargo from the charterer till he had been paid the necessary money 
to disburse the ship, and not a halfpenny had he received on the 
Ist May, when he was coolly told that his consignees at Saigon 
no longer existed. If not being ia a place either personally or by 
agent is not, to use the euphonious if slightly tautological words 
ot the judgment, an “absolute, unconditional, positive renuncia- 
tion aud repudiation ”’ of a contract to fulfil the terms of a charter- 
party at that place. 


THE MACAO WEI-SING CASE. 


Below we give the protest noted by the Chinese purchasers of 
the Wei-sing farm at Macao, to which we recently made allusion. 
Since the protest was sent in to the Government the farm was re- 
sold at a profit of $50,000 on the original price ; hence the reason 
for the alleged breach of contract :— 


Be it known and made manifest unto all people, that on the 
24th day of June in the Christian year 1872, personally came 
and appeared before me William Henry Brereton, notary public, 
duly authorised, admitted, and sworn, residing and practising at 
Victoria, in the colony of Hong Kong, Tak Cheong, of Hong 
Kong aforesaid, a member of the Wohang Hong, and Ahoy, of 
Macao, but at present of Hong Kong afvresaid, trader, who did 
severally duly and sulemnly declare and say as follows, that is 
to say :—That on the 12th of September in the Christian year 
1871 these appearers, by the ssid Ahoy, made application. to his 
Excellency Vice-Admiral Antonio Sergio de Souza, the then 
Governor of Macao, for the privilege or licence of carrying on 
the Wai-sung lottery at Macao for the period of three years, for 
which they offered to pay to the said Government the annual 
rent of 35.000, being $2,000 more than had been previously paid 
for the like licence, as by the written proposal or application of 
the said Ahoy, now in the archives of the Government of Macao, 
and a certified copy thereof in these appearers’ possession, ap- 
pears :— 


That on the 20th day of Sept. in the said year the said applica- 
tion was approved of. and according'y such licence or privilege 
was, without any reservation or right of recision whatever, 
granted unto these appe:rers by the said Government, on the 
terms aforexaid, for the said period of three years, to commence 
and take effect from the day of expiration of the then existing 
licence. that is to say, from the 27th day of Jan., 1872. ‘U'hat on 
the 25th day of Sept, 1871, these appearers paid into the trea- 
sury of Macao the sum of $1,666 66c., being one third of the 
said yearly sum of $5,000, and four months subsequently, that is 
to say, on the 6th day of May, 1872. paid into the treasury a fur- 
ther sum of $1,656 6Uc. on account of the said licence, as by the 
archives of the Government of Macao, the certitied copy of the 
entry of the said contract in such archives, and the receipts for 
the said instalments of the said licence, in these appearers’ pos- 
session, fully appears ; 

That placing fu'l confidence in the good faith and probity of 
the sxid Government, and relying upon the due fultilment of its 
said contract, these appearers made the necessary arrangements 
for proceedinz with the said lottery, which involved a large ex- 
penditure of money and labour; 

That these appearers have duly performed and fulfilled their 
part of the said contract up to the present time, and are ready 
and willing to perform and fulfil the said contract during the re- 
mainder of the said terms ; 
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That notwithstanding the said contract so as aforesaid solemaly 
‘entered into, ratified, and confirmed, and partially performed by 
the said Government, the said Government have, contrary to 
equity and good conscience, intimated to these appearers its in- 
tention to ignore and set aside the said contract, and in breach 
of its said contract have by advertisement in the Government 
Gasette of Macao declared its intention of setting up the said 
licence to competition by public auction to the highest bidder 
on the 25th day of June inst. ; 

That finding that the said Government so intended to ignore the 
said contract, and deprive these appearers of the benefit thereof, 
these appesrers, on the Ist day of June instant, presented a me- 
morial to his Excellency the said Governor of Macao, setting forth 
the facts hereinbefore stated, and praying the Governor tocarry out 
and complete the contract so entered into with these appearezs as 
aforesaid ; and accordingly to order and direct that the said 
license should not be withdrawn, but be continued until the ex- 
piration of the period of three years, for which the same had been 
f0 granted as aforesaid, and that no such public auction do take 
place. That no answer was returned to the said memorial until 
the 22nd day of June instant, when a notification was received by 
these appearers from the Government, that the prayer of the said 
memorial wouldnot begranted,and that the said Government would 
persist in withdrawing or cancelling the said licence, and setting 
up the same by public auction as hereinbefore mentioned. 

That such cancellation and withdrawal, or pretended cancella- 
tion or withdrawal of the said licence, if carried out, will be pro- 
ductive of great loss and injury to these appcarers, inasmuch as 
they will thereby not only lose the profits and em Juments result - 
ing from such lottery, but be deprived of the means of recouping 
themselvesthe heavy pecuniary outlay they have already expended | 
on account of such lottery, which can only be repaid t> them at 
or about the oxpiration of the second year for which the said 
licence has been granted to them, whilst as regards the profits | 
resulting from the said lottery, such can only be realised during 
the last year of the said term. 

Wherefore these appearers, and each of them, and I, the said 
notary, at their request and on their behalf, do and doth protest 
against the right or assumed right of H.E. the Governor of Macao, 
and of all and every other officials or official, officers or officer as- 
sisting in the administration of, or acting in or under the satd 
Government of Macao, and of all Juntas or Councils of or in con- | 
nection with such Government, to ignore, alter, vary, rescini, or 
cancel the said contract, or to withdraw the said licence or de- 
prive these appearers of the benefit thereof, without theappearers’ 
consent, which they now withhold and have always withheld. 

And these appearers further say that the said licence is now 
their lawful property, wherefore they and each of them, and I, 
the said notary, at their request, and on their behalf, do and doth 
further protest against the assumed right of the said Governor or 
Government, or any person or persons on his or its behalf, oracting 
under his or its authority, from revoking or depriving them of such 
licence, or setting up or attempting to set up the said licence to 
such public auction as aforesaid, or doing, attempting, or purport- 
ing to do, any act in breach or derogation of the said contract. or in 
any wise prejudicial tothe interests of these appearers, as such licen- 
sees, all andevery,of which acts they,and I, thesaid notary,onthcir 
behalf, do hereby declare to be absolutely null and void as against 
these appearers, holding his Excellency the said Governor of Macao,

TEA. 

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report says :—The 
business of the past week has again been on an extensive scale. Settle- 
ments since June 11, the date of our last, being 19,198 chests, 16,371 
hulf-chests, and 3,576 boxes, viz:—At exchange, Gs. 4d., and freight 
£4, adding Tis. for duty, &c. 784 chests, 1,596 half-chrats, 1,454 
boxes at Tls. 25 to 24 per picul, equal, ls. 94d. to 2s. Ofd. per ib ; 
6,345 che-t», #,276 halt-chests at Tls, 20 to 24} por picul, equal, 1s. 
Bgl. to 14. 94d. per Ib. ; 10,738 chests, 6,299 halt-chests, 118 boxes at 
Tis. 13.8.) to 109 per picul, equal, ls. 2d. to Is, 6jd. per Ib. ; 1,331 
chests, 200 halt-ch sts, 2,004 boxes, contracts, Shipments to Shanghai 
on nutive account for the same period, 8,524 che-ts, 5,868 hull-chests, 
684 boxe-+. A considerable competition bas taken place to secure the 
last few good purcels offered, prices showing a general advance of about 
a@ taol, and in the case of Oontars, which have been most in request, of 
fully one and a-half. At time of writing the market is cleared §of 
nearly all descriptions, even the few remaining Sbuntam Teas being 
taken at higher rates than they could have been bought at 
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last week; only a few small lots remain on offer, and all 
the first crop leaf may now be considered to have arrived, 
At one time it was thought the to:al quantity would largely ex- 
ceed that of last year, we are happy to say, however, that such has 
not proved to be the case, total arrivals to date being 27,300,100 Ihs, 
while the first crop last year was 27,000,000 Ibs,; the increase is there- 
fore under half a million pounds, These fleures do not include Ni ng- 
cho-v leaf, the total quantity of which settled at this port shows an ine 
crease of more than a million pounds over that of last year. The Teas 
have kept up in quality throughout, and should do well, provided there 
be no undue haste to realise on the home market. The second crop Teas 
are expected towards the end of tie present week, which is about the 
same time that they were placed on the market last year, Teamen will 
not offer them until the fullckops arrive, an arrangement that, after 
the recent trouble and annoyance, must provo satisfactory to all parties. 
In the total absence of supplies, quotations are entirely nominal. 
Oonfars, which could be bought three or four days aso at Tis. 21 to 214 
p: picul, have latterly been realising Tls, 224 to 23 per picul, one or 
two parcels of better quality selling up to Tle, 25 per pienl. QOnopacks 
have been taken at from Tis, 21 to 24 per picul, flivoury Oonams, at 
Tis. 17 to 20 per picul, and the last parcels of Shuntam packed at 
about Tls, 134 per picul,

Messra. Beebe's Circular aays, During the past month our market for 
Tea has ruled without animation, and at the close prices in most 
descriptions show a further decline upon those current at the date of 
our last. Sales from firet hand for the month are estimated at 52,700 
half-chests, including 16,600 half-chests Green, 21,600 half-chesta 
Japan, 10,000 half-chests Oolong, and 3,509 half-chests Souchong and 
Congou. Of the Japans about 4.500 half-chests are new crop, to hand, 
via Pacifis Railway. The first three or four ama‘l parcels of these 
realised extreme prices ; a decline of fully five per cent. has, however, 
since been submitted to, and the market clores unsettled and weak 
for those as well as for blacks generally, and old crop Japans. Greens 
are held with more confidence, but buyers, as a ru'e, are not inclined 
to add to their stocks until the demand for consumption becomes more 
active.

Corrgr.—A reduction of one cent per Ib. in the values of Brazil has 
induced a better inquiry for home use, and the market may be written 
a little steadier at the decline, closing with more tone. For the other 
kinds there has continued a fair inquiry, and the mirket may be called 
steady at previous rates, but it lacks animation, closing sluggishly, 
prices being without improvement. The saics are 1,000 bags Govern-

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THE “EDINBURGH REVIEW” ON JAPAN. 
Under the title of “Reform in Japan” the Edinburgh 
gives a review of “The Japanese in America,” the new work 


< of Mr. Lanman, American Secretary to the Japanese Lega- 


tion in Washington. 
article :— 


The reviewer commences by contrasting the situation of the two 
beautiful and fertile groups of islands which are separated from 
each other by the whole breadth of Europe and Asia. The 
Japanese islands lie between the 31 deg. and 45 deg. of north 
latitude, and the British between the 50 deg. and 59 deg. The 
parallel of 40 deg. north latitude, which cuts through the middle 
. of Japan, also cuts through Sardinia, Minorca, and the centre of 
Spain and Portugal. Notwithstanding this considerable difference 
in the latitude, the climates of the two groups are nearly allied 
in some essential features. Facts, authenticated by contributors 
to the Gardener’s Magazine, indicate marvellous likeness in the 
midst of considerable diversity of outward form and volcanic soil. 
It strikes the imagination vividly that this analogy is not without 
its counterpart in the social and political world. 

Marco Polo in the thirteenth century was enabled to give an 
account of an Eastern country called Zipangri, and of the great 
wealth of the island, particularly in gold and pearls, to a half- 
doubting audience, Genoese and Venetian, who gave him the 
sobriquet of ‘“ Marco Millione.’’ It was this account which 
stimulated Columbus to the discovery, not of Japan, but of a 
new world in America, while searching for Zipangri. 

In the middle of the sixteenth century Mendoz Pinto appeared 
in Japanese waters, under the guidance of the Chinese captain of 
a corsair junk ; and he and his friends were undoubtedly the first 
representatives of Europe and a Western race who had ever 
reached these shores. Of Koreans, Chinese, Malays, and Siamese, 
Japan had gained some knewledge, but it had never seen 
or heard of a Western race. What the Japanese were at 
that date as a nation unspoiled by any foreign contact or in- 
fluence, Mendez Pinto has himself related in the narrative of his 
own adventures.* We are told that the Japaneso, though Vigilant 
and on their guard, manifested no reluctance to admit the 
strangers. But when, 150 years later, Koompfer, the physician, 
naturalist, and philosopher, aud the most conscientious of chroni- 
clers, came on the scene in the suite of his Dutch trading patrons, 
he found that no foreigners wero allowed free access to any port 
in Japan. All except the Dutch had been expelled, and these 
were only admitted to an island prison at Decima in Nagasaki 
harbour. Little more than a century had sufficed to imbue this 
friendly people with implacable hatred and fierce intolerance to- 
wards the foreigners who, instead of wise and temperate men, had 
sent them filibusters, over-reaching traders, and fiery ultramontane 
priests—Jesuits and Dominicans, grasping at both temporal power 
and ree supremacy. ‘The first act of this melancholy drama 
closed with the fall of Simabara, aud the extermination of every 
man, woman, and child, acknowledging the symbol of the Cross. 
A century later the same catastrophe was repeated in China on a 
larger scale. 

A few years after Pinto's landing in Japan, Francis Xavier 
visited 1t with a fresh relay of missionaries and merchants, who 
were all received with open arms. Not the slightest objection 
was made to the introduction of either commerce or religion. 
Christianity was permitted to be openly preached, and the Portu- 
guese were allowed to go where they pleased in the Empire. Sub- 
sequently a Japanese Embassy composed of three princes was 
sent to Pope Gregory XVIII., with letters and valuable presents. 
The reception at Rome was magnificient,and their Progress through 
Spain and Italy one continued ovation. 

Three hundred years later we hear of similar joy and greeting, 
but the “ brazen-tongued plaudits” come to us this time across 
the Atlantic. ‘A nation of thirty millions has been won,” we are 
told, “ to civilisation and the brotherhood of Nations,” instead of 
“ from the heathen.” The latter variation alone marke the differ- 
ence ; perhaps in this nineteenth century we do not feel so sure 
about conquests from the heathen—perhaps also are more careless 
about them. Let us hope we shall not have cause, some fifty 
bogie hence, to doubt the value of these sudden conquests, and 

et us without misgiving welcome the news received by the las 

mailt of an edict repealing all prohibitions and penalties against 
the Christian religion, and proclaiming religious toleration in its 
widest sense. Among the many bewildering changes and re- 
Versals of national policy which the last few years have witnessed, 
this istho most unexpected. But what tends to throw doubt of 
the stability of such changes, if not on the sincerity of those who 
adopt the measures in Japan, is the apparent contradiction in the 
grounds assigned for the two measures, ‘The disestablishment of 
the Buddhist religion, or church, had for its alleged ground the 
determination to return to the ancient faith of their ancestors—

The following isa résumé of the 
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the Sinto religion derived from their own gods—whereas the 
Buddhist religion, borrowed from the Chinese, was essentially 
foreign, though it had been established in the country for more 
than twelve centuries. The Christian religion, on the other hand, 
is to be tolerated, though admittedly foreign. The first act a 
pears to have been a concession to the national feeling of the old 
Nipon party, which is still strong, and hates all innovations and 
foreign inventions. The second must have been to conciliate the 
foreigner. How are these two opposite courses to be explained. 

Mr. Lanman’s book supplies a great deal of curious matter, but 
what the reader most desires is to separate the pure metal from 
the American gilding and varnish somewhat freely used by the 
compiler. The first part, or narrative of the progress of the Em- 
bassy through the United States, is avowedly composed by an 
American secretary. The second part is exclusively devoted to 
the reproduction of a series of themes or essays by Japanese stu- 
dents now in America, most of them of a very juvenile character. 

The history of the Embassy opens in a very dramatic way with 
a banquetting scene in the palace of the Mikado, recently restored 
to active life and sovereign power from the depths of his monastic 
seclusion at Kioto, by the action of the chief Daimios and nobles. 
of the Empire; weary, apparently, with the servitude imposed 
upon them!and the tyranny of usurping Tycoons. On this ocea- 
sion, in November last, his Majesty Montsohito, Emperor of 
Japan, declared that ‘after careful study and observation, he 
was deeply impressed with the belief that the most powerful and 
enlightened nations of the world are those who have made dili- 
gent efforts to cultivate their minds, and sought to develop their 
country in the fullest and most perfect manner ; and, thus con- 
vinced, it became his responsible duty as a covereign to lead his 
people wisely in a way to attain for them results beneficial, and 
their duty was to assist diligently and unitedly in all efforts to 
attain these ends.” 

Ito, one of the vice-ambassadors, in a speech, completed what 
was here only shadowed out. “We come,” said he, “to study 
your strength, that, by adopting weely your better ways, we 
may hereafter be stronger ourselves. We shall labour to place 
Japan on an equal basis in the future with those countries whuse 
modern civilisation is now our guide.” 

Such is the leading motive to possess railroads, telegraphs, 
steainships, improved armies, and for the education of their youth 
by hundreds. We are disposed to agree with the sentiments ex- 
pressed by Mr. de Long, the United States Minister in Japan, 
when he said, ‘The present situation of Japan appeals strongly 
to al] well-wishers to the race that no impediments nor difficulty, 
either social, moral. political, or religious, be placed in the way 
of her progress. We need only show her people the effects of 
Western civilisation in a kindly and courteous spirit, without 
needlessly exciting prejudices in so doing.” 

We wish that it may prove so, but we are not so well assured 
of it as Mr.de Long appears to be. ‘The Japanese are the only 
nation in the history of the world that has ever taken five cen- 
turies at a stride. But it has been well observed that the ele- 
ments of civilisation which are most readily assimilated are not 
always the most beneficial. A country situated as Japan was 
possesses, no doubt, exceptional facilities for effecting any changes 
in its political institutions. Whether it is ever wise or safe, how- 
ever, tc rush suddenly from one extreme to the other is a grave 
question. 

In an article in the Edinburgh Review for January, 1871, on 
the “ Foreign Relations of China,” it was remarked that “ pro- 
gress and civilisation,” so often invoked asa plea fora policy of 
compulsion and dictation in dealing with Eastern nations, are 
words of great potency sometimes and of very wide scope, but 
most frequently of evil omen when a superior power conceives the 
idea of grafting something new onan old civilisation, and imposing 
it by main strength on men of another race. And we adhere 
to this opinion as applied to Japan, a comparatively weak and 
insignificant State when pitted against the great Western Powers, 
but a people rarely gifted among Eastern races, of singular apti- 
tude for receiving and acting on new ideas, full of courage and 
patriotism. It would be a political blunder of the first magnitude, 
fraught with indefinite mischief, for any Western Power to over- 
ride a spirit of independence by thrusting upon them either men 
or measures for the sudden development of a nineteenth century 
civilisation, as it is worked in America or Europe at railroad speed 
py steam and electricity, and for which they are wholly unpre- 
pared, if not otherwise unfit. Yet we cannot help fearing that 
this is a danger actually menacing Japan. De Tocqueville in 
his correspondence has left us some observations on the evils of 
forced contact between a superior and inferior race, which have 
direct bearing on the present aspect of affairs in Japan. In the 
first instance, at least, when Commander Perry made the Ame- 
rican Treaty (1853) it was a forced relationship that was estab- 
lished between the Japanese and foreigners, and during the 
succeeding years, until the recent revolution, it continued to be 
forced on the rulers against their inclination. That relationship 
was established and maintained by at least the show of force. and, 
when it is alleged that the policy of the United States towards 
Japan has been exclusively pacific, the Americans must give the 
Japanese credit for very short memories. ie . 

Whether the Americans are “ playing their cards ” well with the 
Japanese, or otherwise, aud what amcunt of rewurd they may look 
fur in railway concessions, or mines, or Custom-house places “ over 
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the heads of any rivals for these good things” is, the reviewer 
proceeds, “ worthy of very little attention, and quite heneath a 
great nation's care. It is more interesting. and infinitely more 
useful, to inquire what is the nature of-the vast changes so 
rapidly being effected in Japan. Have they any element of sta- 
bility, any promise of utility and permanence ? 


The historical annals of Japin date from 65) B.C., anda regu- 
lar succession of Mikados in lineal descent from the founders of 
their dynasty and race bas since been carefully recorded. Un- 
common respect, we are told, and more than human veneration is 
on this account paid to them. 


We have a0 often in this journal given accountsof the improve- 
ments introduced into Japan that we need not follow the reviewer 
through the long list. Japan is ‘to day admittedly the most pro- 
gressive nation on the globe. We have seon how the lives of 
former Mixados were reduced to absolute inaction by the usurping 
power of the Tycoons, nominally only their lieutenants. Let us 
contrast with this the modeof life of the present Emperor, which 
the reviewer (with a gratuitous sneer at a deservedly esteemed 
ornte porary) says that we owe to the “enterprise ' of the Japan 
Herald. 


It is reported that the Mikado rises at about seven o'clock, and 
commences the day by the study of the Japanese classics, under 
the tuition of the learned Mr. Fukuba. At ten his Majesty turns 
his attention to Western lanzunges, literature &c., in which he is 
instructed by Mr. Katob. Two of his Majesty's favourite subjects 
are geography and physiology. le perseveres in his studies until 
he is called upon by his ministers to preside at council, which he 
does with great application, so that it is diffizult to tell at what 
hour his employment ceases. Such is the routine of the Tenno’s 
daily life—studious, laborious, and simple. 


When facts are looked at in connection with results, it seems 
clear that revolution of some kind must have taken place irre- 
spective of any foreign intercourse. In such a crisis the Mikado 
proved the centre of unity and incontestible authority. ‘This 
explains how a real and sweeping revolution came to be considered 
as a restoration. The very centre and basis of all administration 
was changed. It had become evident to all classes of a people 
with whom patriotism is a passion, that central government 
and powerful fiefs with feudal accessories could not go on 
together; and with this conviction had arisen a second, scarcely 
less potent, that Treaties could not be enforced if a Satsuma or a 
Chosiu could set them aside. The dual government collapsed 
with scarcely a struggle after the first brief outburst of armed 
resistance, and, in the first hour that the Mikado proclaimed his 
deposition, the reigning Tycoon recognised the sovereign power of 
disiniesal. and released from their allegiance to him all his subor. 
dinate chiefs and holders of fiefs. 


Japan has no doubt passed, and so far safely, through & great 
crisis in her existence. The only fear is that the pace of reform 
is too fast to be safe. The Japanese are exceedingly corrupt, and 
the greatest care is required in the administration of public works 
and finance. There is a great deal of reckless expenditure at pre- 
sent, which is pregnant with danger to the new order of things. 


Nearly all the useful work hitherto done in Japan has been 
carried out with the assistance of Euglishmen, and is mainly, if 
not exclusively, due to their aid. Railways, telegraphs, mint, 
light, and lighthouses, have all been the work of English hands, 
and, in great part, of English capital. We do not quarrel with 
the wish of the Americans to be regarded by the Japanese as their 
best friends. We may safely leave the Japanese to find out for 
themselves who are their best friends in the West. The great 
faults of the Japanese are conceit, flightiness, and want of perse- 
verance. They are subject also to sudden fits of distrust and sus- 
picion—all of which tends to a certain unreliability in everything 
they undertake. 


The approaching revision of the Treaties will test the sincerity 
of the Mikado much better than ceremonial speeches. It is clear 
that what foreizn countries want of Japan is something more than 
empty privileges. Liberty of travel will probably be no longer 
withheld, but thers is more need of improved customs administra- 
tion. Improved Courts of Justice ure much wanted, a civil code 
seems not less required. A settled currency, free from all tamper- 
ing, isa primary necessity. There is still a remnant of the old 
vexatious system of official surveillance and interference with 
foreigners to be got rid of ; and greater encouragement or facili- 
ties for foreign enterprise, as in the working of mines, the produc- 
tion of tva, silk, &c., should be afforded. 


The reviewer concludes : Of one thing we may be certain, that 
it is the interest of every Treaty Power to instruct their represen- 
tatives at the Court of the Mikado to set before the Ministers of 
his Government the advantages of steady progress over undue 
speed. It should net be difficult for Sir Harry Parkes. on his 
return to his y ost, to convince them of the impossibility of adopt- 
ing at once, in & country lihe Jipan, the institutions of a foreign 
land. which have been evolved by x sow and natural process froin 
European mindr, and pro «bly there‘ sre are in no sense adapted, 
without great mdific won, tov Jaujarese character and wants. 
Constitutions so created, or i nposed hy foreign influences, never 
take root in any apil. 
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MECHANICAL LABOUR IN THE FAR EAST. 


(THE TIMES.) 

It may be worth his while to call the attention of the British arti. 
san toa cloud in the Bastern horizon. It has been several thousand 
years threatening, but it is coming at last, and bas already come in 
many quarters where it was as little expected as here. It is that 
immense reservoir of human industrv and akill which has accumulated 
for ages in China and Japan, and which has now burst: its barriers and 
is flooding the earth. Forty years ago one of the questions sometimes 
asked by those ranguine and imaginativs peraons who were not afraid of 
hoping for impossibilities was whether we should ever break through 
the great wall of Chinese prejudice and get into that country. Perhaps 
we might in a thousand years. Little was it imagined that the year 
A.D. 1872 would see Chinese labourers working by thousands freely 
and well in the United States, both on the Pacific and the Atlantic 
coast, in the West Indies, and in the very heart of our Australian Co- 
lonies. At the present rate of progress, or rather of diffusion, there 
ie not a spot in the whole world which can consider itself safe from 
the invasion of quiet, clever, active, and thrifty Cninamen, with their 
neat little ways, their quaint Josses, their queer ccremonials, and 
not irrational superstitions. Wherever their junks or the ill- 
found emigrant ship of the East cin carry then, there they 
are doing all the hard work and all the petty trades of our 
thriving colonies, digging. hoeing, watering, and picking, growing 
vegetables, hawking them for sale, doing odd jobs of carpentering, 
and equal to building a wooden house of anv scale, from a log hut to 
a Christian church, tabernacle, store, barrack, or theatre. Most hate- 
ful are they in the eves of the European or Americia labourer or 
artisan, for they underbid him ; they work long, they do notdrink, and 
they make little fortunes, which they intend to carry back to the wife 
and children, present or to come, ta the Flowery Land. There is no- 
thing which is not said against them, but the only thing which cin 
ever be ascertained ia that they are industrious, peaceable, frugal, and 
generally honest. Now, perhaps, our people may think it will still be 
a long time before the Chinaman becomes a regular and important 
part of the English community, but it ig not at all necessary to weigh 
the chances of a Chinese invasion. No great question is a local ques- 
tion in these days. England is the very last-country which should 
think that here or there matters much now. She is doing the work 
of the whole world, anil her competitors, as well as her customers, are 
everywhere. The Chinaman may beat usin the market of the world 
without leaving his own shores. 

If our working men now on “‘atrike” ever read anything but the 
Reports of Central Committees, Sub-Committees, Vigilance Com- 
mitteea, and Meetings of Delegates, they may have noticed, under the 
head of City Intelligence, on Thuradav, a few remarks upon what the 
Chinaman can be and do at home. A war steamer of 2,700 tone has 
just been constructed at Shanghai entirely by Chinese artificers, uader 
the guidance of only four Europeans. The same can be done in 
Japan. Such is the natural docility and adroitness of the people in 
both those countries, and so steadily do they work, that there is no 
doubt they can compete with us successfully in many branches of ma- 
nufacture so ag Lo meet us in our own market as well as in theira, Tney 
have coal and iron. Indeed, nothing whatever hinders them from be- 
coming our most formid ible rivals all over the East, the Southern he- 
misphere, and the shores of the Pacific. Nothing is now wanting but 
capital, enterprise, and ski!l; but these are things which in their very 
nature are bound to no spot and are jealous of restriction. Threaten 
the capitalist that you will divide his spoil among the many, 
and he will carry it off to a place of safety, however distant. 
THreaten the adventurer that, without sharing his risks, you 
will cry balves, and more than halves, on his find should he 
happen to sucveed, and he will betake himself to some spot where he 
is safe. Threaten genius and attainment that it sball be simply the 
working slave of the multitude, and never have that which it can call 
its own, and it will take wings to the uttermost parts of the earth, if 
neceasury, £0 as to escape a heartless servitude. Our industrial com- 
binationsa wield a power beyond their conception. They can do for 
all England what combinations, before thia, have done for many a 
district in England, changing it from a populous region into a desert, 
and from a garden into a ruinous heap. The working classes of this 
country have only to agree, and they can drive away all the elements 
of wea'th and prosperity, except labour and manual skill, to remote 
regions, where labour and manual skill can be obtained in any quan- 
ticy. There really is no reason whatever why any man should not sail 
to-morrow with a few skilled comrades, the proper tools, and the re- 
quisite capital, either to China or to Japan, and set up there any ma- 
nufactory which, uoder more favourable circumstances, he would have 
preferred to try at home. 

If matters go on as they have gone on lately, the question before 
us js eimple enough. Either enterprise, capital, and ekill will go 
where labour is to be found, or the supcrabundant labour of other 
countries will find its way here. Combination believes itself able to 
deal with the European form of this dilemma, but it can do nothing 
with a population computed at a third of that of the whole earth, and 
ag new to us as if it had dropped from the moon. It now appears 
that we on this side of the world have been long under a curious error 
a3 to the true character of the Chinese and Japauese. The ethnologists 
of the Jast age dwelt much on the rigidity, obstinacy, and immuta- 
bility of those races. They seemed the backbone aud hard skeleton 
of an old worid. They are found rather to have been arrested in the 
stage of childichness so as to retain the docility of children. lt is 
even conjectured, not without reagon, that, as the Japanere seem to 
have acquired their present civilisation by a great national cffort all 
at once, though long ago. they may become all at once European, at 
least ag regards manners, outward appearances, and mechanical 
progress. Jt may not be very pleasant to imagine a vast 
eemi-barbaric imitation of Eiropean culture, associated, pos ibly, with 
degriding habits and ridiculous beliefs. The apo of a tuing, be 
it ever 80 good, is always disagreeable. But there would be nothing 
to offend our taste in the products of Chinese and Japanese industry ; 
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and their new development might attain the most wonderful 
results, and change the face of the whole earth. Such immense 
and eudden developments are almost alaw in the history of this zlohe. 
How bave gunpowder, printing, coal, atcam, iron, cotton, the railway, 
the electric wire, and now the gold diseoveries, revolutionised the 
world! At the very nick of time, when the world seemed to be waiting 
for it, there comes a discovery ora supply. So just at the moment 
, ben all the earth is explored, opened, and united, suddenly there 
* gomes an immense number of chi dlike, tractable natures, equil to all 
the jiower functions of industry, eager for them, and long trained to 
denial, endurance, submission and toil. If our own people do not. see 
this, it is because they have been so engaged in their petty class strug- 
gles as to have their eyes shut to the grear current of human affairs. 
But that China, Japan, and perhaps India, too, have to play a very 
great part in the affuirs of the world is a matter already understood in 
the United States and our own Colonies, and will soon be so at home.

THE JAPANESE EMBASSY OF 1872. 
(STANDARD. ) 

The embaasy of Tomimi Iwakura ia not the first mission of Japan 
to this country. We all recollect the embassy from Japan that visited 
London somewhat more than ten years since. That embas-y, interest,- 
ing as it waa, partook far more of the ordinary characteristics of 
Oriental missions to the European nations than the present one. It 
was a consequence of that invasion of the sacred precincts ot Japanese 
civilization which Commodore Perry had accomplished in 1854. Lord 
Elgin had followed in the footsteps of the gallant American and ob- 
tained the Treaty of Jeddo in 1858. Uhe Japanese submitted with acer- 
tain grace to these strange intrusions of the white men from the Eust 
and from the West. The embaysy of 1862 was the voice of men ask- 
ing whatitall meant. Since that date Japin has passed through a 
great crisis, more wonderful if we compare the currents of ideas in- 
volved than anything which Westero history presents. It is the new 
Japan-—the Japan of the revolution of 1863—that greets the world io 
the embaszy of the great minister [wakura, and the distin zuishing 
characteristic of thia new Japancse era is the marvellous avidity with 
which the ways and customs, the ideas and eciences of the West are he- 
ing acquired by Japan. A nition that withiu the memory of us all had 
no intercourse with any other people in the world, lived a3 secluded 
within its own frontiers as the recluse in the ancient monastery, or the 
prisovers in eolitary confinement, isdevotinzallits time, and wealth, 
and energies, to studying the customs and habits of thought of the 
nations of Europe and America, and introducing their cusioms and 
ideas into Japan. It ia only a few years sinve the Japanese law existed 
which forbad a native of that group of is'ands to reside abroad. A 
native Jupanese carried by tempest tu a foreign coast had on his return 
to undergo a moral quarantine to purify himself from his contact with 
the foreigner. Now representatives of Japan meet us in every great 
city, at every college and university. “he Japaa of the future isabroad 
at Washington and Boston, at London, Berlin, and Paris, studying how 
to build up twenty years’ hence the new civilisation that is taking the 

lace of the tradition and culture of a thousand years past. Our 

nowledge of Japan until recently was derived from the glimpses got 

of it by the Jesuits, and since their expulsion, two hundred years ago, 

w- knew nothing of it until the present, when we are rapidly becom- 

Vs better acquainted with it than with any other country of the 
b. 

When the Americans and the Western nations got access to Japan 
in 1853 they found it slumbering under a most curious feudal system. 
It boasted, as it boarts still, the most ancient dynasty in the world. 
The hneage of the Mikado runs back to six hundred years before the 
Christian Kira, and for centuries past the representative of this ancient 
line had become to the people a mere shaduw. He lived within the 
palace at Kiyoto, surrounded by his relatives and servants, but never 
seeing the light of day, wuch less the faces of hia subjects. All the 
p>-wer of the State had passed on the Tuikun or Tycoon, who—originally 
a sort of Maire du Palais—had become the real Sovercizn. leaving the 
Mikado or Tenvo his glorious traditions, a mystic eplendour, and a 
Bwall reven.ie. Not the least marvellous of the incidents in modern 
life in Japan is it that the leader who has come to conaclidate and 
direct the revolutionising of Japanese institutions is the representative 
of this ancient line of Princes solongimmured inan unnatural seclusion. 
Toe revolution of 1¢68 crushed the power of the ‘Taikun and elevated 
the Mikado, withdrawn from the retirement of Kiyoto, to the position 
of real actual ruler of Japan. Foremost amongst the actors in that 
revolution was the chief of the present Embas-y, Iwakura, who is de- 
acribed as juuior Prime Minister of Japan. Hardly leas active in the 
revolution was Kido, another member of the Embassy, who was for 
Gowe time a fugative from Japan on account of an unsuccessful attempt 
at revolution previous to 1868. 

The exact history of this extraordinary revolution is but little 
known. Next to the twofuld Royalty, the first characteristic of the 
Japanese Government was the exiatence of a great body of nobles who 
represented authority in each locality. The Daimios were the lords 
of different provinces, and held sway to the number of 60! aud odd. 
The general government of Japan practically rested with these 
Daimios or their representatives. This power seems, fcr the most 

t, to have undergone a process of transfer similar to that of the 
sabstitution of the Tuikun for the Mikado, and the business man of 
each Daimio had come to wield the actual power of the district. How 
fir this transfer of power from the Daimios to their agents aided the 
r.volution of 1868 is not clear, but the formal authority of the Daimios 
was Jargely exercised on behalt of the Tycoon, and his fall curtailed 
very considerably the independent rights hitheito ciaimed for the 
Daimios, as it exulted the power of the new central Government that 
hid sprung to life aud act.on from the dreamland of Kiyoto. Equally 
DBivertain ig it how far the question of the admission of foreigners 
alected the struggle. The central Government of the Tycoun never 


directly opposed foreigners, though some of the Daimios and local | the same pereistency, the more progreasive 
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with the Daimio Satenma in 1863 proves. But the tendency to 
cultivate fri-ndly relations with foreiyn nations seems to have heen 
abroad in Japin, and common to all parties more or less. It was only 
incidentally that it became the rallying ery or the reproach of the 
various parties to the great internal struggle of 1868. Since the re- 
volution the greatest impetns has heen given to this tendency to re- 
model all the inetitutions of the country, Public works of every kind 
are undertaken, and European Jawa and eustoms introduced. The 
works undertaken by the Government are not like those of muaoy 
Oriental Governments, for th» increase of their own power—works 
carried out by Europeans, and designed as much agvinst the inde- 
pendence of their su'ijects and the peice of their neighbours as for the 
good of the kingdom. The effort of the Japanese Government has 
heen, whenever possible, to get Japanese themselves to enter into 
these undertakings. To the vast mineral resources of the country, and 
its advantages of soil and climate, must be added the important fact 
that it pogsesses large deposits of coal. When adequate machinery 
shall have been obtained for the working of there mines, the Japanese 
will be in a position to take an enormous position in the industrial 
development of the Eist. The numerous Japanese resident amongat 
us testify the quickness of apprehension of the race. They acquire 
the English language with remarkable fluency. A volume has 
recently appeired in America, and has been reprinted in this country, 
which is a strony testimony to the progress the Japanese have made 
in the study of the outer world. ‘'The Japanese in America" ig pro- 
fessedly an nceount of the Japanese Embassy, its objects and ita cha~ 
racter, but it gives little information as to Jupan itself or its history. 
The value of the book is chicfly for this glimpse we get of the kind 
of persons whom this great Oriental population has sent out to learn 
the ways of the world. More than half the volume is made ap of 
essays in English, written by Japinese students in America. If the 
English is not always perfect, their apprehension of the nature of Ame- 
rican institution is marvellonsly correct, and exhibits both study and 
thought; but the volume would be of more general interest did it give 
us some account of the Japanese themselves, such as we get 
from the European point of view in the interesting annual papers 
from our diplomat‘c agents in Japan, M. Kanda shows us how @ 
native of Japan could discourse of the customs of his country. ‘* The 
women always wear white socks, and the m:n purple ones. It is 
made so that the big toe is separated from the reat of the toes, in order 
to hold between them a thong by which the shoes are fastene! to the 
fect.” Not a little curions is M. Kindv's description of Japanese 
eloths, which he tells us are “ beantifully dyed.” if we compare tt with 
the acesunts given by the first European visitors in Japaa. “ Garish 
colours” was the European description of tea years since, but now we 
are more dispoxed to agree with the linguage of M. Kanda, aod in 
this matter of colour Europe admits itself iuatructed by our newly 
discovered Eastera friends. 

After the opening of the ports to foreign trate under the Treaties 
with England, America, and Prussia, great difficulties arose from the 
sudden effects produced upon the currency of Japan, and for some 
years pist this has been the most pressing queation that engrosses the 
attention of Japanese politicians. One of the members o! this Embassy 
is specially employed in the study of the financial question, aad on its 
prompt solution depends the commercial progress of the country. The 
accounts of our Cunsuls at the Japanese ports all detail the difficulties 
which beset trading operations both with Europeans and with the 
Chinese from the present state of the currency ; but these difficulties 
are all attributed to the unngual circumstinces in which the country 
has been placed, not to any want of good laith on the part of the Go- 
vernment. A sense of the importance of public credit, and a scrupu- 
lons desire to maintain it, appear to have always characterised the pro- 
cecdings of the Ministry. Next to the settlement of duauce, the ex- 
tension of public works is the most pressing question, and another 
member of the Embassy, Hierobimi Ito, representa the Miutstry of 
Public Works. Already we find docks in Japan aod telegraphs at work, 
and some of the most recent news is the opeving of a railway 
near Kanagawa, one of the first of the ports opened to fureign- 
ers. Waterworks, drainage, bridges, lighthouses, telegraphs, are 
some of the results of this Europeanising movement which our 
Consul at Kanagawa, Mr. Robert:on, reports, and the Consuls at Ha- 
kodadi and Hiogo describe the same course of things. Mr. Gower 
tells us that the education effurts of the Government are not coutined 
to the nobles and State officers that are cent abroad to foreign schyols 
and universities. Writing from Hiogo and Osaka in the January of 
Jast year, he gays, ‘‘ Free Government schools, with foreign teachers 
for instruction in langu+ges and natural se ences, are progreasing very 
favourably.” These institutions are practical resulta of that move- 
ment which is signalised so oddly by the sight of the present Mikado 
walking about the streets of his capital in European dress The un- 
scen of ceuturies appears before the world in the garb of a European 
gentleman, and his subjects seem to realise the significance of all this, 
and enter into his effurts. The one danger as regards the relations of 
Europeans and Americans with Japan is that of religion. Since the 
expulsion of the Jesuit missionariza there seems to linger anti- 
patby to and suspicion of all European religions, and it has 
required some trouble already to obviate this difficulty, but with 
the progress of cultivation in the country this danger of disturb- 
ance may be overcome. It is established by students of Imperial 
history that the present civilisation of Japan was taken about one 
thousand years ago from China. It was not developed from the 
country itself, but imported, superadded upon that feudal system 
which has long survived, upon that churming art and poetry that 
still make thia cvuutry and all its belongings so attractive. The tales 
of the Ronins, the colours of Japancse pictures, are native products, 
but tho social organisation and the Buddiist and Cuntucian systews 
are Chinese. Now, again, Japan undertakes to remudel her whole 
life according to the experience of other people. If she only grasps 
Western civilisation with the game thoroughuees, and pursues it with 
spirit of that civilisation

REFORM IN JAPAN. 

Unper the above title—which docs not appear to us well 
chosen, because “ Progress in Japan” would more accurately 
describe the subject—the new number of the Hdinburgh 
Review contains a lengthy article, of which we gives a résumé 
in another column. We must confess that the tone of this 
dissertation has taken us by surprise—especially when con- 
sidered in connection with the time-honoured quarterly of 
the Scottish metropolis. It is enough to make one rub one’s 
eyes to find a dreary piece of special pleading in favour of 
obstructiveness, not to say retrogression, enclosed in the 

lorious old “blue and yellow” covers that used to be 
filled with the earnest, progressive, candid, and truly 








liberal, essays of such men as BroveHam, SYDNEY 
Sir, Mackrintoss, and Macautay. Such, however, 


as our readers will perceive, is the melancholy fact; 
and we only hope that it has no political significance, 
as indicating the policy which our Government propose to 
adopt towards the Japanese Embassy—now hourly expected. 
Statesmen of every party are anxious to welcome it here 
with the same cordiality that has been extended to it in the 
United States, and ready to accept it as one of the most pro- 
misivg signs of the progress of civilisation, and the most en- 
couraging fact of the day in reference to the development of 
our intercourse with the Far East. But—though it must 
not be forgotten that more than one member of the Cabinet 
are accustomed to exercise as much influence in the press as 
in Parliament, and that the Zdinburgh has on more than 
one occasion foreshadowed their policy—our present concern 
is not with the minister but the reviewer. A very few lines 
will suffice to prove the fallacy of the arguments in the ar- 
ticle under notice, to expose the bad taste of its general tone, 
and to put our readers on their guard against any proceed- 
ings that may be suspected to be presumably initiated in it. 

The reviewer affects to consider that the Japanese are 
getting on too fast. He says they are the only nation in the 
history of the world that has taken five centuries at a stride 
—he charges them with corruption, insincerity, fightiness, 
and suspiciousness—he questions the stability of the recent 
reforms ; and hopes “ we shall not have cause, some fifty years 
“hence, to doubt their value.” He hints at the possibility 
that the Americans may not be “ playing their cards well,” 
and suggests that they may be looking fur some uvknown 
“amount of reward in railway concessions, or mines, or 
‘“ Custom-house places, over the heads of any rivals for these 
“good things” This last remark, which seems to us to 
convey a gratuitous and ungracious insinuation against our 
American cousins, is dragged in aprozos of the sensible and 


genial observation of Mr. pz Lona, U.S. Minister in Japan, | 


that “ the present situation of Japan appeals strongly to all 
“‘ well-wishers to the race ; that no impediments nor diffi- 
“culty, either social, moral, political, or religious, be placed 
“in the way of ber progress. We need only show her people 
“ the effects of Western civilisation in a kindly and courteous 
“spirit, without needlessly exciting prejudices in so doing.” 
What is there to carp at in a sentiment like this, the justice 
and wisdom of which are as universally recognised in this 
country as in the United States 7 
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But this is not the worst. The reviewer proceeds—incon- 
sistently enough, after his admission of the Japanese“ stride ” 
over five centuries—to describe them as an “inferior ” race, 
and to caution us against “ forcing” our improvements on 
them—“ thrusting upon them either men or measures 
“for the sudden development of a nineteenth centurr, 
“ civilisation, as it is worked in America or Europe; and 
“for which they are wholly unprepared—if not otherwise 
“ unfit”—and so “over-riding their spirit of independence.” 
This is the strangest reasoning we ever read. How can 
the Japanese be “ wholly unprepared” for the civilisation 
which they are travelling round the globe expressly to study ? 
How can we be said to “thrust” upon them inventions the 
value of which they perceived so readily tiiat they engaged 

{large numbers of our countrymen to introduce them in 
Japan, and now are coming to England to acquire more? 
And how can a people that clears five centuries at a “ stride ” 
have its “‘independence overridden” by a friendly Power, 
only anxious to impart its information and its attendant 
blessings to its welcome guests ? 


Thus far we drift through the Zdinburgh article without 
perceiving what the writer is aiming at. We are conscious 
of a tedious course of false argument and ungracious re- 
flections, but we are at a loss to understand what it is that 
our mentor would have us do. Just at the close he lets out 
his secret with much pomposity. ‘It is, ‘he says,’ the in- 
“te-est of every Treaty Power to instruct their repre- 
“sentatives at the Court of the Mikado to set before 
“ the Ministers of his Government the advantages of steady 
“ progress over undue speed.” That means that they 
had better put out their gas, pull up their rails, cut 
their telegraph wires, sink their steamers, lock up their 
young men, and, like Macsetu, “seek to know no more” 
until it pleases the Edinburgh to dole out a modicum of in- 
formation. Evidently feeling satisfiel that this reasovable 
proposal will ba universally accepted by a grateful public, the 
reviewer proceeds :— It should not be dificult for Sir Harry 
“ Parkes, on his return to his pest, to convince them of the 
“impossibility of adopting at once in a country like Japan, 
“the institutions ofa foreign land, which have been evolved, 
“by aslow and natural process, from European minds, &e.” 
Whether it would, or would not, be “ difficult ” for Sir Harry 
PaRKEs to accomplish this grateful task, we feel very sure that 
he is the last man who would consent to undertake it. Fancy 
what History would say in the year 2500 or thereabouts : 
—‘ Towards the close of the 19th century. a violent reaction 
“io favour of ignorance took place ; and all British Ministers 
“abroad were instructed to check progress to the best of 
“ their ability.” This is the reductio ad absurdum, but it 
seems to us to represent the exact facts of the case. The 
Edinburgh reviewer would place us in the position of a 
schoo!master who would prohibit the most promising boy in 
his school from learning anything more. It is really matter 
of regret that such antiquated twaddle should emanate from 
the “ modern Athens.” Our consolation is that it will do no 
harm—except to the important periodical in which it appears. 
It is impossible even for past prestige to check the rising 
tide of civilisation ; and, as the Edinburgh reviewer has 
elected, on this occasion, to play the part of Mrs. 
ParTINGTON instead of that of Canute, he may reat 
assured that when his article finds its way to the 
Japanese Embassy, as it assuredly will—he will have suo- 
ceeded only in stimulating the ardour he has endeavoured to 
repress. The Japanese will pursue their adoption of all that 
they discover valuable in Great Britain ; and when periodi- 
cal literature is introduced into Japan, it is certain that its 
style will not be copied from that of the Edinburgh re- 
viewer. 


Our means of telegraphic communication with the United 
States will be increased in the course of next summer by the 
addition of a fourth Atlantic cable to those now in exist- 
ence. The new cable is now being manufactured Ly the Tele- 
graph Construction Company for the French Atlantic Tele- 
graph Company, and will be laid by the Great Eastern 
between Falmouth and New York, via Halifax. 


THE appointment of Don D. S. Giikison as Spanigh Con- 
sul at Galle hay been approved of by the QueEn, 
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THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

Own the morning of the 15th January last the Pacific mail 
steamer America arrived at San Francisco, having on board 
107 Japanese passengers, of whom forty-nine constituted the 
Embassy, while the remainder consisted of five young ladies 
_ and fifty-three young gentlemen and servants, who were ac- 
companied by the Hon. Caartes E. De Lona, American 
Minister to Japan, and his family, and W. S. Ricg, Esq., 
Interpreter of the United States Legation in Japan. The 
Ambassador, TerasHiga MUENORI, accompanied by his 
private secretary, Kinso, and three of the secretaries to the 
Embassy, arrived in Liverpool by the Cunard steamer China 
on the 11th inst., and proceeded to London. On tice following 
day the Minister, accompanied by Sir Harry Parkes and Mr. 
Aston, interpreter to the Embassy, proceeded to Osborne, and 
having been introduced to the QuEEN by Earl GRANVILLE, pre- 
sented his credentials as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary from the Mikado, to which post he was re- 
cently appointed. He will remain as permanent Charge, 
@ Affaires in London. The main body of the Embassy, 
headed by Iwakura and Kuno, arrived at Liverpool by the 
Cunard steamer Olympus on the 17th inst. On their arrival 
they were met by General ALEXANDER, representing the Go- 
vernment, the Mayor of Liverpool, and the Secretary to the 
Chamber of Commerce, who presented the following address 
to IwakuRa :— 


The Council of the Liverpool Chamber of Cammerce beg most re- 
spectfnily to offer to yourself andthe other members composing the 
Embassy a hearty welcome to the United Kingdom. The Council have 
reason for conzratulating themselves and the commercial community 
they represent upon the arrival in this country of an Embassy consist- 
ing of ministers and nobles who are distinguished as the most eminent 
amongst the stateamen of the Japancse Empire. The Council hail with 
the utmost satisfaction a mission which has for its object the estab- 
lishment of the most intimate and friendly relation, between the Japan- 
ese Empire and the United Kingdom, and the increase of the commerce 
between the two conntries. It is also the good fortune of the Council 
to welcome to their shores the representatives of the mos‘ progressive 
nation on the globe—a nation strong in pitriotic feeling, full of courage 
as well as devotion to their country, highly gifted among Eastern 
races, and of a mitural intelligence which has no superior. 

The Council of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, representing 
aa they do the merchants of the greatest mercantile port of the United 
Kingdom, desirous of testifying in some measure to the high sense 
they entertain of the visit and the objects of the Embassy to the United

OUR CONSULAR SERVICE ABROAD. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

Oar Consuls abroad are appointed to protect a trade almost indefinite 
in extent, and with powers of development apparently unlimited, so 
that it cannot be urged that their office is unimportant or non-pro- 
ductive as regards the commercial powerand prosperity of the Empire. 
Their case is a very simple one; itis only that of the Warwickshire 
labourers over again, minus some of the advantages possessed by the 
latter. It mcans that, whereas the price of rent, meat, milk, bread, 
clothes, and indeed all the neccsstries of life have enormously increased, 
their wages have remained the same. The labourer, however, has 
power to strike; he ig aided in this by trade unions already in flou- 
rishing existence, not only aided by money, but sustained by their 
sympathy and counsel; he has the parish to resort to if he fails; he 
has no obligation to keep up a position, to wear a costly uniform, or 
to entertain chance travellers, nor has he as yet to undergo 
an examination before he follows the plough; and even when 
the new achool boards have worked their will and done their 
best or their worst for him. though he never obtains more than a 
certificate of final incompetency as a scholar, if he is a handy work- 
man the farmer will emplov him nevertheless. Lastly, he may migrate to 
another conntv and obtain better wages there without any injury to his 
prospects in life. In all these respects the Consul is at a disadvantage 
with the Warwickshire labourer. The price of everything has again 
risen, but hig salary has not only not been raised, but has in the 
aggregate heen distinctly lowered, and, if we take into consideration 
the fall in the value of gold, lowered enormously. Leaving out of the 
estimate the Conanlar expenses in China, we find that the cost of our 
Consnlar establishments, which was in 1860-61 £168,229, is calculated 
for 1872 at £172.913. Meanwhile the amount remitted in fees to 
Government has trebled, and our trade has increased steadily and 
largely. The cost from 160 rose progressively up to 1868, and, as we 
think. very properly, since proeperons management should ensure 
liberal reward. It wasthen £171,178 ; since that date it declined, 
rose, fell again; and eo it is that now we only pay our trade repre- - 
sentatives about £4,000 more than we did tenyearaago. “ All Consuls 
are paid.” says Mr. Hammond: ‘“‘that is to say, there is a salary 
assigned to them, and they receive it; whether they are able 
to rubsist on it is a very different thing. . The pay 
allowed by the country is not adequate for the maintenance of persons 
as a general rule.” And then follow some examples of atinginess 
which are really painful for an Englishman to read (vide question 
1,569.eecond report). As being Her Majesty's commissioned servant, 
honour and esprit de corps forbid him to strike; and as to the ques- 
tion of forming a union, he has neither leisure nor opportunity of 
discussing the matter with his colleagues. For him there exist no 
Odgers or Archers to stump the world in his behalf. He has now to 
pags an examination in order to obtain even the chance of an appoint- 
ment at all. He cannot migrate or exchange without permission. 
If he elects to atrike or resign, it is final ; he loses his employment at 
once and for ever, and he has in addition the unholy temptation to 
diacontent, which, on the whole, the Warwickshire labourers have not. 
He sees, as plainly as figures can show him, that, whereas his wages 
are often actually less, but almost always lesa in proportion, his em- 
ployers (the Government) are making from 30 to 50 per cent. profit 
on the trade that he is hired to superintend. The consequence of 
all this is that annoyance, grumbling, and discontent permeate 
the service. The Consala have represented their grievance in 
a studiously respectful form, and only, so to speak, on invi- 
tation thereto, but we have seldom read more discreditable examples 
ef unwise parsimony in all the long list of short-sighted economies 
effected by the present Government than those disclosed by the re- 
ports of the select comamittee recently engaged on the subject. These 
Blue-books are the stones dealt out to the unbappy Consuls instead of 
bread, for, so far as we can find, hardly one of the suggestions made 
by previous committees for the improvement of the service has 
been acted upon. We have before dealt with their grievances 1n these 
columns, therefore not to weary our readers we will briefly enumerate 
them in chief. Though representing one of the largest commercial 
nations in the world, they are formally advised in their instructions 
that they are distingt from and inferior to the diplomatic corps. “ The 
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Consular servic? is, in fact, atrictly subordinate to the diplomatic ser- 
vice; .. . the diplomatie representatives are invested with full autho- 
rity and control over Her Majesty's Consular officers.” We quote from 
the general instructions issucd to every Euglish Consul. and we 
may add that he is in this respect at a great disadvantage in 
point of position. power, and dignity with his colleagues of France, 
Austria, Italy, Germany, &c. Again, formerly the Consuls retained 
all fees instead of talaries, and were allowed to trade, and in this way 
realised good fortunes. For example, in 1858 the Coneul at Bordeaux 
dealt. in valuable wines, in which respect, no doubt, his official position 
would afford him great facilities, and he thereby doubled hia official 
income, which was then £600, derived from fees. Since that time he 
is deprived of feea and power to trade, but has a salary of £70). 
Meanwhile prices have so risen that £1,200 now goes no further than 
£600 did in 1858. There are very few cases, indeed, now where Con- 
sults are allowed to trade, but the salaries awarded to them in exchange 
are so low that in all the reports we cannot find anything to contradict 
the unanimous testimony that it is utterly impossible to subsist on 
them without private means. Promotion is quite a matter of chance, 
or, properly speaking, of interest, and there is in consequence no 
encou-agement for zeal, emulation, and ability which exist in the 
Consular service of all other European countries—France, Germany, 
Italy, &c. No allowance is mate, as in France and Spain, for service 
io unhealthy stations, and consequently a Consul without patronage 
and interest may stagnate in the swamps of South America or die of 
yellow fever on the coast of Africa long before he can acquire the 
right to a pension, or, as in other countries, a provision for his widow 
and child, with free passage home. In the Consular service in most 
other countries income and other taxes are paid for the Consul by his 
Government ; but this is not the cuse in our own, and so many pence 
in the pound are duly deducted from already inadequate salaries. It 
is almost necessary for personal utility that a Consul should take in 
the leading journals of the place where he resides, and that he should 
at least see some of our own, say the Shipping Gazette and The Times. 
It is also advisable that be should maintain a fully-informed corre- 
spondence with this country. Facilities for the former have never, 
we believe, been granted, and latterly, by a singularly short- 
sighted economy, our Consuls are now compelled to pay full 
postage. Writing from Copenhagen, Mr. Crowe says:— ‘‘ The 
abolition of the foreign agencies, and the wilhdrawal of the re- 
gular Queen's messenger, have, 8o far as this Consulate is concerned, 
resulted in a total deprivation of all pogtal ficilities, or, in other 
worda, to a reduction of income of between £20 and £30. The Times 
and Shipping Guzctte alone cost, with postage to Copenhagen, 
£15 1s. 8d. per annum.” Yet in other conntries the Consuls are 
abonnés by their Governments for the principal journals, and their 
postage is always detrayed by the State. In only one case do we find 
that the allowance made for office expenses is snfficient to defray what 
is actually paid. “An unfurnished brick building, large enough for 
a married couple with two children, costs here £220,” says the Consul 
at Savannah. ‘‘ All contingent expenses are on the same scale, 80 
that, asa house for me is out of the question, J am now living with 
my wife and one child in one room at the cheapest boarding-house I 
can find, and even with this economy it is difficult for me to pay my 
way.” Not here lives, but here starves, Her Britannic Majesty's Consul, 
would seem to be the appropriate address beneath onr flag if this is 
the treatment a great and wealthy nation accords to her servints. So 
far as the Consular Reports are aa yet published, from all alike, from 
France, Italy, Greece, Denmark. Germany, Austria, Belgium, America 
come the same urgent complaints ; the same griefs are formulated, the 
same discontent is expressed —the discontent of men who feel that, 
while faithfully discharging their duty, they are treated not only un- 
generously, but unjustly in return for expenditure often far beyond 
their means and services not included in their contract, but given un- 
sparingly for the honour of the national flag of which they are the re- 
“presentatives. This unanimity of complaint cannot be either accident, 
design, or coincidence. The solitary exception to which we have 
adverted —the one amazing Consul who has no complaint to make, and 
whose office-rent cots less than the Government allowance—is Vice- 
Consul Malcolm M’Uregor, presumable a Scotchman, and he has only 
been in the service about three years.

The shipping community in the north anticipate that the Board 
of Trade will make further persistent efforts to induce some 
powerful interposition with the Suez Canal Company, with a 
view to obtain the abolition of the incrcased tariff recently im- 
posed. The following resolution was passed by the Newcastle 
and Gateshead Chamber of Commerce at a meeting held last 
week :— 

That, as this Chamber cannot concur in the opinion expressed in the 
House of Commons on the Sth inst. as to the meaning and cffect of 
the concession to the Suez Canal Company, and its right to levy the 
proposed increase of dues, and having regard to the terms of the letter 
of the Forejun-office, dated 31st July, 1872, and the importance of the 
question, re-pectfully appeals to the Foreign-office to permit a deputa- 
tion from the Chamber to wait upon their loreships at aa early day ; 
and that if possible the deputation should have an opportunity of meet- 
ing the law officers of the Crown, 

The Chambcr also passed the following resolution :— 

That,as it appears from the letter peecived from the Forcign-office by 
the Newcastle and Gateshead Chamber of Commerce, that the law offi- 
cers of the Crown are 0! opinion that the words tonneau de capacite des 
navires, in the Act of Concession to the Suez Canal Company, may be 
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fairly construed to mean the gross tonnage of the vessel, after the de- 
duction has been made of the space fur the engines and coal bunkera, 
this association earnestly urges upon Her Majesty’s Government the 
desirability, and the great importance to the shipping and commerce of 
this conntey, of thetr taking: all possinle mea-ures to secure the adoption 
of that construction of the Act «f Concession, 

The London manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation has received a telegram from the head office at Hong 
Kong announcing that the half-yearly meeting of the share- 
holders was held there on the 14th inst., when the usual dividend 
of 12 per cent per annum was declared for the half-year ended 
30th June last, and the sum of $122,500 carried forward to the 
new profit and loss account. 

The Secretary of the Colombo Gas and Water Company has 
received a telegram announcing that Colombo was successfully 
lighted with gas on the 10th inst. 

Messrs. Schréder and Co. announce that they are prepared to 
deliver definite bonds in exchange for the fully paid Scrip of the 
Amoor River Navigation Company on and after the 19th inst. 

The demand for Bar Silver is inactive, and the quotation has 
declined to 5s. per oz. Mexican dollars remain as last quoted, 
the old coinage at 5s. 2id., the new at 5s. per oz. 


EXPORT OF COTTON GOODS TO THE FAR EAST. 

The following is asummary of Mr. Sam Mendel’s Tables for the 
present month, containing details of the quantities of Cotton 
Manufactures and Yarn shipped from the ports of London, Liver- 
pool, Southampton, and the Clyde, to Hong Kong, Shanghai,
